A thole of Bolland and Zealand, t other countries 
at this pꝛeſent being poſſeſſed by our enemies and rebels, fo2 ſo 
much as concerneth the permitted wares and merchantiſes, which 
by this our pzeſent ozdinance are not pꝛohibited: in paptng terteine 
dueties of licence, accozding to the roule thereupon made oꝛ pet to bs 
made. 

Therefoze o it is, That we deũring herein fo ſet downe a gene⸗ 
rall rule and oꝛder. And hauing therupon had the aduite of our wel- 
beloued and truſty the perſons of our councell of Eſtates. Maue 
with the deliberation of our welbeloned 4 dere Nephue the Duke 
of Parma and of Plaiſſance, knight ofonr oꝛder, Liefe-tenauntgo- 
uerneur, and Captaine Generall of our countries on this ſide, Con⸗ 
ſented and doe conſent by theſe pꝛelentes, (vntill otherwiſe therin 
ſhalbe oꝛdained. That al and fingular(aſwel our ſabiecs as others) 
being god and lopall merchants, trading and dealing in the afoze- 
ſaid countries on this ſide, may bzing into the ſame out of the afoze- 
ſaid country of Polland Zealand and other like, and carry thether- 
ward, all ſoꝛtes of wares and merchandiſes, permitted and not per 
mitted, Firſt paying beſides the old and oꝛdinary cuſtomes, the du - 
ties of Licences accozding to the tenoz of the roule, thereof made oz 
pet to be made, And that thzoughout all hauens, ũuſes, and riuers 
on this ſide, where on our behalfe certaine officers ſhalbe commit 
ted to receiue and collect the ſaiddaeties, and that in ſuch manner 
and ozder, as on our behalfe in every place and hauen ſhall be ſet 
downe and eftabliſhed, P2ouided allwayes that it ſhall not be law- 
full fz any merchanfs 02 perticular perſons to come hetherwarde 
from the countries of Yolland and Zealand and other like, oꝛ to go 
thetper ward, foz to baing in oz carry out any maner of the afoꝛoſaid 
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permitted ſpares and merchandiſes, oꝛ other wile without hauinge 
paſſepoꝛt and ſate conduct fo2 their perſons 92 factozs aud deaters 
with erpzeſſing the names and ſurnames of them, Which paſſe- 
poꝛts they may obtaine of vs, oz of our afozeſaid good Nephne the 
Duke of Parma gc. D2 of him wha thereuntoon his behalfe ſhalbe 
aſſigned, and of none other. P2odibiting all gouernours, generals, 
chiefetatnes, captaines, magiſtrates of townes, and other our offi- 
cers, that they to the effect afozeſaid doe not undertake to gene any 
paſſepozts 02 ſafeconductes vnto any whoſoener, oz to let any body 
paſſe without our afo2eſaid leaue and paſſepoꝛt, as is afozefaid,vp- 
on paine of nullity and to be arbitrarily puniſhed, aſwell the perſon 
which ſhall haue graunted foozth the ſame, as hee who would haue 
Holpen himlelfc ther with. Euen as alſo wee doo ſtraightly p2ohibite 
them neither to troble no2 moleſt the afo2ſaid paſſengers, no; alſofo 
demaund 02 receiue of them any thinge, either in reſpect of the per- 
ſons no2 of the merchandiſes, vpon paine fo bee ſeuerely puniſhed. 
Mhereupon we do ozdeine our Fiſcall, and all other our Juffices 
and Dfficers, to take and cauſe to be taken, good and carefull heede 
to the end this diſozder and abuſe do not bzeake in further. Conſides 
ring ſome haue pꝛeſumed to do to the contrary, Pꝛohibiting all Ma⸗ 
ſters of Ships, which ſhall bzing hether any merchandiſes from ths 
afozeſaid countries of Holland Zealland and other rebels that they 
do not take on booꝛde their ſhips any greater nomber of marinozs 
then they ſhall haue neede of, fo2 the conducting of the ſald ſhippes. 
And if any ſhall come oner apparelled like marriners, and ſhall bee 
conuicted of any deceit,oz fo haue done any thing againſt our ſervice 
and the common wealth, in ſuch caſe, ſhall aſwelt the one as the o- 
ther be puniſhed to the example of others, and their ſhippes fozfai- 
ted toour vſe, And tothe end men may know what merchandiles 
are to pay the dueties of Licence. We do declare that all that which 
ſhall be growen in the Pꝛouinces being in rebellion againft vs o: 
other places holding with our contrary party, ſhall be ſubiect ts pay 
the ſaid dueties, whether the ſame come from the enemies country, 
ez whether it came by anye other way o2 country. of our obedience 
euen as ako all that which ſhall paſſe by water oz by lande, th2zough 
the Juriſyictions aud limits of the afozeſaide countries and pzonin- 
ces (holding part with our enemies) ſhall bereputed and taken to 
come from the enemy, 02 that which with hips of the enemy *

And tothe em ell men may know what Parchandiſes are po- 
8 — not be carried out of out ſaid countries, we do de- 
tlare the ſame to be, all ſozts of Armoz & munitions of warre,cozn, 
and vittels, Bell mettle, and mettls, Teaſels, Hops, Barkes of 
frees, Flax, thꝛed of Flar; and of woſted, Malwod as of Dake- 
frees, Elme trees and Alhtrees . And touching the marchandizes 
which we will not to be bought hither, are theſe following, fo wit: 
Allclothes, ffammels, and generallie all commodities of wollen, 
woꝛſted and linnen, w2ought and made in England, Yolland, zea- 
land and like pꝛouinces. And foꝛ ſomuch as by our ſaide rebelles. 
hinderante is doone in the repairing and maintaining of the banks 
on this ide: we will and declare, that as long as ſuche hinderance 
tall continue, it hal not bs lawfull loʒ anꝑ, to carrie out ofthe pzo- 
tlinces of aur obedience, vnto our afozelaid rebels any ſaʒts of way 
Bauin wood, ſtones and other materials, ſeruing foz the repay- 
ring and maintaining on the banks on their ſide, euen as alſo it ſhal 
not bs lawfull foz any one to bꝛing oz cauſe tobe bzought hither, a- 
ny white 0; reſmedſalt. vnleſſe he do alſo b2ing with him like quans 
kitie ot᷑ bay ſalte . Which duties and licence (euen as theyare oz 
ſhall be ſpecified in the rowle therevpon made oz to bee made) the 
Collectozs and Coutroulers ſhall not in any manner exceed, oz re- 
ceine mo2e , vppon paine to bee depoſed from their offices, and to 
pay the Quad zupte value to our vſe, and to reſtoʒe vnto the Mar- 
chants 02 others, that which they vadulie ſhall haue receined. It 
ſhall be lawfull fo2 the afozeſaiv officers, as often as they ſhal think 
good, to canſe the marchants, Barinozs, and others, which ſhall 
at any time conduct any Parchandizes , to vereſie that which they 
ſhall hane entred, bpon paine (in caſe of deniall) that tbey ſhall bee 
- reputed cuiltie and culpable of that rohich ſhall be paopoſed againſt 
them. And to the ende the ſaid officers1nay the better and without 
deceit aud ſuſpition attend theyr callings, it ſhall not be lawful foz 
them, to weddle with any marchandizes, o2 factozie, noz to haut 


- parto7poztion with any marchants, Farmers ol our cuſtomes, 03 
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others vſing trade, muchleſſe ſhall it be lawful foꝛ them to keepe & 


Tauerne and (ell wine oz beere, bpon paine of loaſing their offices, - 


and fo be Arbitrarilie puniſhed. Pzohibiting and defending alnagie 


ſters of ſhips, and carriers. in their ſhips waggous 02 0tber-veſlols; - 
to lade oz valade,any Parchandizes 02 wares, without having&.

paid the dutie of the afozeſatd licences vnto the Collecozs thet unta 


committed : who in this caſe, ſhall giue vato every Marchant a bil; 


containing god and ample ſpecification ot all the parcets of Par- 


chandizes, which they will lade oz valade togither, alio the ſumme 
paide [oz the ſame, and (yall be (ſubſcribed by the afozefaid:Collec+ + 


to2 and other officers therevnto oꝛdained and ſcaled, if any ſeale be 
there vnto appointed. Which bill the ſaive Marchants ſhall be hol ⸗ 


den to exhibite oz ſhew vnto the Controuler, befoꝛe it ſhall be law 


full to tranſpoꝛt the ſaid marchandizes from any place o: Baue. 


And the ſaid Controuler ſhalbe bonnd, therof to keepe gov account;; - 


to keepe the ſame bils in his : poſleſſion, and to keep counterraule o 
the ſummes therein, accoꝛding to theſe inſtrua ions. And il it ſyall 


be found, that any fraud oꝛ abuſe be committed by ths marchants, 


Facozs, Shipmaiſters, Carriers, oz others, as in being departed, -. 


without baning paid the dutie of the afoeſaids Licence, oz hauinge 
entredone thing foz another. We will that ſuch wares and Par- 
chandiſes ſhall be by the officers of our afoꝛeſaide Licences, ſeized 
on, and confiſcated acco2ving to the ſaide pꝛoclamation. And if the 
ſame 02 the like were committed by the Shipmaiſters,c2 carriers, 
unto whom the marchandizes doo not apperteine , And that like⸗ 
wiſe the ſaid Shipmaiſters and Carriers, had pnt in pꝛactiſe to de- 
part, ſaile away, oꝛ vnlade, and to ſ&eke any vn wonted wap. with 
out hauing entred oꝛ aduiſed our afoꝛeſaid officers of the I icences 
thereof, and ſatilfied them, acco2ding to the oꝛder heerebekoꝛe ſette 
down: Jn ſuch caſe their Ships, Maggons, t hoꝛſſe, ſhalbe confiſ- 
cated, whether the ſame do appertain e vnto them o2 no, And hall 
there beſides foꝛfait the ſumme of one hundzed pounds of xl. petice 
Flemiſh the pounds. Pꝛohibiting mozeouer , all and ſingular of 
What qualitie they be, to w2oug, iniurie, reuile, moleſt, oz lander 
in anp manner of wiſe ſoeuer, anp of the Coinmittees, oz officers of 
che ſaid Licences, vpon like paine of one hundꝛed pounds. ſoʒ euerp 
time, and to be arbitrariite puniſhed. Conſidering that all the ſame 

officers 
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officers hane beene refained (even as we in effect do retaine them 
by theſsp2eſents, in fo much as concerneth their offices and thar⸗ 
ges) under our pzoteaion and tuition. And theretoꝛe we do charge 
and oz daine all gouprnozs, Captaines, Maieſtrates and officers,to 
aſſiſt, pꝛoted, and defend them, againſt the ſaid iniuries, troubles, 
moleſtations, and hinderances, which might be done vnto them. 

And to the end none pꝛetend ignozance of all the points and Ar- 
fides afozeſaid : we do will and command pon, that you pzefently 
and without delay. cauſe the ſame to be made knowne, p2oclaimed, 
and publiſhed, within our Towne of Antwerp, and limitsof your 
iuriſdimion, where neede ſhall require, and you ſhall finde to apper- 
taine. And foz the keeping and obſeruing thereof , do you p2occeve 
and tauſe to be p2oceded againſt the tranſgreſſoꝛs and diſobedient, 
by the execution at the penalties fozfaitures, and fines afozeſayde, 
without fauour, diſſimulation, oz delaie : fo2 the doing whereof, 
we'dogine you full power, audhoꝛitie, and ſpeciall charge. 
 Willingand commanding, all and fingular, that they unto you 
in doing the ſame be dilligent and obedient, Foz ſo it pleaſeth vs.
